bisects one of Albany's tinest | 


-csidential areas. With the re- 
moval of passenger trains, and | 
the removal of industries a-ong 


\the right of way, it appeared 


that the time would soon come 
wnen the Santa Fe would relo- 


cate its tra.ks on its tidelands 


west of the Southern Pacific 
tracks. Location of a rapid tran- 
sit structure over the Santa Fe 
tracks would perpetuate the rail- 
road right of way.

Thus, in conclusion, may we 
express our vigorous opposition 
to the District’s plans, as the 
affect Albany.

|} acquire. We wish to state, how 


ever, that even if it were more 


leconomic for the District to use 


this routing, that certainly the 
District would not want to bene- 
fit at the expense of the City of 
Albany, which would be serious 
ly damaged by the proposed 
strueture and routing over the 
Santa Fe right of way. On the 
other hand, a line along the wa 
terfront, as we propose, would 
be convenient, inexpensive and 
would offer unlimited land for a 
station and parking area.
